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Friesland Farms—a Premier Holstein Plant 
By H. E. COLBY 


successful in their lines very frequently have a longing 

for the activities that take them back to the land. 
Many who are able to saisfy this desire prove successful as 
farmers, many are never heard of after their first plunge 
into farm activities. Dr. B. B. Davis, the owner of Fries- 
land Farms, belongs pre-eminently to the first group. 

About seven miles from Omaha there is a little farm 
of 220 acres of good, rich Nebraska soil. This soil is richer 
today, however, than it was when Friesland Farms were 
first organized, for one of the plans has been a constant 
improvement along every line of farm activity. Every- 
thing that can be done practically, has been done to main- 
tain the fertility of the farm. 

One of these features is conservation of all the liquid 
manure. The approaches to the barn and a large share of 
the barnyard itself are of cement and they drain naturally 
to a cistern. This can be emptied into tank wagons with- 
out pumping. The lay of the land is such that the wagon 
can drive directly below the tanks and the liquid flows 
into them and is spread upon the fields. All of the ferti- 
lizer that is produced on the farm is saved and the crops 
that are raised now are more than double what could be 
produced six years ago. 

The barns are so built that they are virtually flooded 
with sunshine every day. Every provision is made for 
cleanliness, corners and angles are avoided wherever pos- 
sible, so that on the whole it is almost an ideal plant. 

A test barn is being built to accommodate a number 
of cows at one time. The proportions of this barn are 36 
by 82% feet and it will be equipped entirely with box 
stalls, and is being made especially for semi-official work, 
although the short time records will ‘be made here also. 
Dr. Davis believes that the true index of a cow’s value is 
the A. R. O. record and he is strongly in favor of semi- 
official work 

In the establishment of Friesland Farms, Dr. Davis, 
a man who devotes nine-tenths of his time to surgery, had 
three particular ideals which he wished to approach. In 
the first place, it was his aim to make the plant as nearly 
a model as possible. In the second place, it was supremely 
important that the farm should be a profitable financial

organization. In the third place, it was his purpose to 
produce clean, pure milk especially for babies and in- 
valids. In all three of these aims he has been remarkably 
successful. 

If one doubts that the plant is a practical model, or, 
in other words, a model of practicality, all that he needs 
to do is to spend a little time studying the buildings and 
equipment. As to the milk business, it is a wonderful 
source of satisfaction to have fathers and mothers point 
with pride to their strong, healthy babies and assure the 
doctor that they are “Friesland babies,” having been raised 
on Friesland Farms certified milk. Practically all of the 
leading physicians of Omaha prescribe Friesland milk 
when they have patients that are unable to digest ordinary 
food and very frequently they can use this milk when they 
cannot digest ordinary milk. 

The herd is kept in splendid physical condition. Tests 
are made every six months for tuberculosis. The sur- 
roundings are such that the tubercular germ would find 
Friesland Farms a very uncongenial place to stay for there 
is altogether too much sunshine and too much cleanliness 
for its comfort. Naturally in the production of certified 
milk it is necessary to make these tests but the doctor 
would do it even if it were not a requirement, because he 
believes in such precaution. 

If any cow seems to be the least bit out of condition 
she is segregated from the herd and her milk is not used 
until she regains her normal health. 

The milk is certified by the Omaha milk commission 
and the average count is between 600 and 3,000 micro-or- 
ganisms. The count very rarely runs above 2,000 and 
anyone who knows anything about the production of cer- 
tified milk will realize that this is a splendid record. Milk 
is produced with the utmost care, which implies clean 
barns, clean cows, clean utensils and clean milkers. The 
pails and all of the equipment with which the milk comes 
in contact are thoroughly sterilized. 

The milking barn contains stanchions for 60 cows, and 
in addition to this there is a barn for calves and young 
stock which will accommodate about 68 head. The bulls, 
after they are five or six months of age, are kept in the 
third barn and besides this there is the test barn men-

tioned above. The dairy house is in one end of the ice 
house and here is a complete equipment for handling milk 
from the time it leaves the cow until it is loaded into the 
wagon to be delivered. 

Before the cows come into the barn the building is 
thoroughly washed and scrubbed with water that is pro- 
vided through gravity pressure. Here again the lay of 
the land proves a great help in the equipment of the 
place. The process of milking begins with a thorough 
grooming of the cows, which includes the washing of the 
udders. The milkers wash their hands after milking each 
cow and the pails are always sterilized before each milking. 
Within 10 minutes of the time the milk leaves the cow’s 
udder it is in the bottling house being thoroughly aerated 
and cooled to 41 degrees. The bottles, which are thor- 
oughly sterilized, are sealed with paraffin and a paper 
cap is put over this. Here is another precaution that is 
original with this plant, I believe, for the cap is large 
enough to come down over the neck of the bottle, thus 
protecting the glass from contamination through handling 
or through exposure to the air.- Frequently one finds milk 
that is practically pure, put in a bottle and protected with 
an ordinary cap. When the cap is removed and the milk 
is poured from the bottle it comes in contact with the 
contaminated glass and is soon little better than the ordi- 
nary product. 

The careful attention that is taken all along the line 
has secured Friesland Farms a lot of satisfied customers 
and the demand for their product is constantly growing. 
It is now planned to increase the milking herd to 70 or 80 
cows regularly. 

As a result of the work that has been done at Friesland 
Farms, the Omaha health commissioner has found it easier 
to bring about a general improvement in the standard of 
all the milk consumed in Omaha. This has been an object 
lesson to the dairymen all through this section.

Segis Lyons, whose picture appears on the front cover, 
was sired by King Pieter, son of King Hengerveld and 
Blanche Lyons De Kol, whose seven-day butter record is 
33.31 pounds. She is the best daughter of Pietertje Hen- 
gerveld’s Count De Kol and old Blanche Lyons. The dam 
of King Segis Lyons is Catrina Segis, who made 28.12 
pounds from three-fourths of an udder. She is one of 
the best individual daughters of King Segis and out of 
Clothilde Pauline Beets, a 25.44-pound daughter of Paul 
Beets De Kol. : : 

The herd now consists very largely of King Segis 
Lyons’ daughters.

He has proven his ability to pro- 
duce beautiful daughters that are able to make good rec- 
ords; in other words, he has made for himself a reputation 
that should appeal to breeders who are in search of a real 
high class proven sire. He is now six years old. 

The third ‘bull at Friesland Farm and the sire that 
was secured to breed on the daughters of King Segis 
Lyons is Rag Apple Korndyke Boon 123847. He is a son 
of Rag Apple Korndyke 8th, the $25,000 bull now in the 
Cabana herd in New York. He is also a brother to Fair- 
view Korndyke Pietertje, the only 30-pound junior two- 
year-old the world has produced. 

The dam of Rag Apple Korndyke Boon is Fairview 
Korndyke Boon, whose record of 32.17 pounds butter in 
seven days at four years and one month, is the greatest 
record of any daughter of Pontiac Korndyke for that age. 
The doctor says: “We are confidently hoping for a large 
increase in the record of this cow when she freshens next 
time in the hands of Mr. Cabana. That he values her 
highly is shown by the fact that he paid $4,100 for her.” 

Rag Apple Korndyke Boon now has 32 young daugh- 
ters, none of them quite old enough to breed. Over 50 
cows in the herd are in calf to him. These daughters are 
a classy lot and they will undoubtedly make a reputation 
for their sire. None of them are for sale and will not be 
sold until records are made on them. 


The doctor further stated: “We have bred a few cows 
outside of our herd to this sire and I have made the owners 
of such cows a standing offer of $300 each for any of his 
daughters. Such of his daughters as we have in the herd 
are large and typy with splendid constitutions and they 
are from cows with good records, six of them having made 
29, 30 and 3l-pound records.” There are 60 cows in the 
milking herd and all of these except two have been placed 
in the advanced register.

Henry Stubbe is superintendent of the plant and Dr 
Davis is glad to give to him a large share of the credit for 
its success. He is not only responsible for the product 
that is put out by the farm but the health of the herd, the 
records that are being made and the general management 
of the entire plant. Plans are now being laid for a testing 
campaign that will undoubtedly bring to light some re- 
markable records within the next 12 months. Under any 
circumstances there is very decided satisfaction in know- 
ing that from the very start the development of the herd 
has been a continuous and successful growth. 

Dr. Davis started with the ideals mentioned at the 
beginning of this article and through the co-operation of 
the men who are in charge of the plant he is rapidly 
approaching these aims. It is certainly a source of great 
satisfaction to a man in his position to be able to see the 
growth that is being made and, as he has frequently said, 
“One would hardly recognize the herd that is at Friesland 
Farms now as the same herd that was there five or six 
years ago.” The steady process of upbuilding is per- 
fectly apparent and the improvement in type and the in- 
crease in production are two of the things that make the 
farm a source of great satisfaction to its owner. 


Holstein -Friesians in Great Britain

tardily recognized and admitted 

to registration privileges, has made 
giant strides into popular favor and 
today it is one of the most flourish- 
ing breeds in the country. It boasts a 
society of 500 members and a reserve 
account at the bank of $50,000, not a 
negligible nest egg after only seven 
years’ work, especially in view of the 
fact that two of these seven years 
were more or less wasted in internal 
differences. It is strange how history 
repeats itself, for in America there 
seems to have been almost identical 
domestic strife at the commencement 
of the “official” life of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association. Luckily all 
history is not a record of wrong, 
and signs are not wanting that our 
future here is as bright as that of our 
cousins, the ‘breeders across the 
Atlantic. 

As may well be imagined, cattle in 
this country are bringing substantial 
prices, whether for milk or beef, and 
in these transactions Holsteins are 
taking a full share. Some 900 head of | 
the breed have been sold at public 
auctions during 1916, and have realized 
the satisfactory average price of nearly 
$300. Top prices, however, have been 
made privately. Such a state of affairs 
augurs well for the future.

of the year has been the demand for 
the British Holstein-Friesian as a dual- 
purpose animal and the spirited man- 
ner in which the breed has met with 
and supplied such demand. To many 
it has been an eye-opener to see the 
Holsteins heading the local markets 
against purely beef breeds, and the 
display of the fleshing attributes of 
the heaviest yielding of all heavy 
yielding breeds has materially helped 

. to increase the popularity of our fav- 
orite cattle. Many Holstein bulls 
have made $250 to the butcher, the 
best price of which I am aware being 
$353, although one owner of a mag- 
nificently fleshed sire refused an offer 
of $400 for his bull to kill. 

With the blood of the Friesians 
imported from _ Holland _ running 
through the herds, a great and pleas- 
ing uniformity in type is becoming 
apparent, and, from some of the non- 
descript photographs of American 
Holstein-Friesians which float across 
here, it would seem probable that in 
a short while American breeders might 
well consider the desirability of using 
some of our standardized British blood 
to keep the true Friesian symmetrical 
type of animal that is, after all, the 
backbone of the breed. Granting 
the benefits of a record flow of

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Our English Letter 


feces World takes decided pleasure in reproducing upon 
another page a letter from Mr. Hobson, secretary of 
the Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Association of England. 
Mr. Hobson has given us some splendid matter. We are 
especially interested in the note relative to the judging at 
the Royal Show this year. It is a source of satisfaction to 
know that the awards were placed by a gentleman from 
Holland, which is almost the original home of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow. Mr. Hobson says that this Dutchman 
paid especial “attention to width across the hips and 
strong, square hind quarters.” In this respect he will 
coincide with the views maintained by the best judges on 
this side of the water, and many of these best judges con- 
fine their activities to their own farmsteads. This is not 
intended for a slight upon the men who preside over the 
great show rings of this country, but is intended as a com- 
pliment to hundreds of breeders who are making their 
own farmyards places for critical judgment and careful 
weeding out of inferior stock. 

‘Comment has been made before in the World relative 
to the British idea of the dual-purpose Holstein-Friesian. 
Mr. Hobson has mentioned this in his letter, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that some Holstein cattle are sold for as 
high as $353 for slaughter purposes. 

It must be remembered that the Holstein of America 
is kept under very different natural conditions from the 
Holstein of England. The wider expanse of territory, the 
difference in agricultural conditions, the different types of 
crops, all go to make up a different sort of a cow and the 
difference in population will have its effect in establishing 
a difference in the demands made upon the cow. We are 
not ready to admit that our Holsteins should be of the 
type that will turn their feed into both milk and meat. 

He has also made a remark that leads us to believe 
that the Englishman’s idea of the American Holstein- 
Friesian is influenced to a certain extent by the photo- 
graphs that “float across” from America to the other side. 

Here is a splendid argument in favor of the position 
which the World has always held. It is also held by the 
majority of the good breeders of this country. Our con- 
tention is that none but the best pictures of Holstein- 
Friesians should be published. There are times, of course, 
when it is better to use a picture that is not perfect rather 
than to let an animal go down into history unknown, but 
these instances are very infrequent and the utmost care 
and judgment should be used in very case. We cannot 
afford to have our ideals as we maintain them gauged by 
such productions. 

Another thing Mr. Hobson has said leads us to believe 
that the English breeder questions the advisability of the 
phenomenal records we are making on this side. He seems 
to think these are made at the cost of size, constitution 
and type. If the English breeders could see the cows that 
are making these wonderful records they would undoubt- 
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edly revise their opinions. It would be an eas

A Unique Auction 


— has been made in a number of issues of 
the World during the past few months of the very 
remarkable and practical work that Commissioner 
Matthews has accomplished in the southern part cf Illinois, 
This work is different from anything that has come to the 
attention of the World for some years. 

Mr. Matthews believes that this section of Illinois js 
rich in possibilities if they can be worked out in the right 
way. Further than this he is wise in his judgment be- 
cause he realizes that the right way to stimulate such an 
interest is through the young people. Southern Illinois 
has a title that is not at all complimentary and the World 
is not going to mention it, but this movement which cul- 
minated on December 8th in the most unique sale that has 
ever been held is one of the steps that will do much to 
clear Illinois from the stigma that has been placed upon 
it by a certain class of popular opinion. 

This auction is described in another part of the paper. 
It is probably the first public sale of dairy cattle in which 
every consignor, save one, was a child. These calves were 
originally shipped in by the bankers and sold to the 
children, notes being accepted in payment in practically ev- 
ery case. The total profit on the transaction so far as 
the children are concerned represents $4,129. 

The calves were apportioned out to their youthful 
owners in the spring and were cared for during the sum- 
mer, a definite account of the actual cost being main- 
tained in every instance. The children to whom the calves 
were sold have profited not only through the money they 
have earned but also through the enthusiasm that they 
have stimulated in their community during the summer. 
The calves made a splendid growth and the auction was 
a spirited one from the very start. There is nothing that 
will build up a better feeling in favor of dairying than work 
with and by the children. Men who would not be inter- 
ested in Holsteins at all themselves became interested 
through watching the success that the children made. | 

One of the men who has done much to stimulate this 
work is S. P. Stevens, the owner of the Oak Glen Farm. 
Mr. Stevens’ senior herd bull is Sir ‘Concordia Wild Rose 
De Kol, one of the most famous sires in the state. Mr. 
Stevens offered a number of younger bulls at the sale, he 
being the only consignor who was not a child. 

The entire herd of Holsteins at Oak Glen is unusually 
fine and the owner is a public spirited man who stands 
ready to help in every legitimate way in this campaign 
of dairy education.

The Value of the Short Course 


the family of an Iowa breeder there is a young man 
who is extremely enthusiastic, both as a breeder of 
Holsteins and as a thoroughly up-to-date farmer. A few 
years ago he did not look upon this work with the same 
interest he takes in it at the present time. He was just 
budding into manhood at that time and his father and 
mother were very much undecided what to give him for 
a Christmas gift. They hinted about for some time in the 
hope of learning what he wanted. Finally the mother 
found out that one of his greatest wishes was money with 
which to attend the Dairy Short (Course at the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 

The solution of their problem was welcomed and the 
boy went to college for a few weeks. He came home with 
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a different idea of just what the farm stands for and what 
the Holstein-Friesian cow means to the farmer. As a 
result a very high class sire was put at the head of their 
herd of grade cows. When the next short course came 
about, this young man was one of the first to enroll and 
he has been going regularly for the past four years. As a 
result he is now intensely wrapped up in the dairy work 
of their farm which, by the way, stands as a leader in the 
entire community. This year his father says be believes 
it is his turn to attend the short course and that the boy 
will have to stay at home. 

There are many practical farmers who are confronted 
with the problem of keeping their sons interested in the 
work they have built up. They have done this in such a 
way that the young men do not realize the full measure 
of the possibility which the farm offers. It is a difficult 
thing to get the right viewpoint when you are always 
looking at an object from very close range. If you can 
get away and view it from a different angle, if you cam 
see what someone else is actually accomplishing, the 
chance for a better appreciation of the full possibilities of 
your line of work is much greater. That is why it is bet- 
ter to give the young men a little vacation once in a while. 

In the case mentioned above the matter of subsequent 
holiday gifts was very easily settled for Holstein cattle 
were always acceptable and a number of individuals were 
given to this young man and his sisters so that at the 
present time the herd is of considerable proportions.

Holstein-Friesian Publicity 


HE Holstein-Friesian Association of America took a 

step in the right direction when it determined to put 
a publicity man in charge of its advertising. 

In this case advertising means much more than just 
the mere type display which appears in the paper. It 
means every form of publicity that will have a tendency 
to make the Holstein-Friesian cow more famous; every 
activity that will add to her popularity and will give her 
a firmer place in the public mind.

Other associations have undertaken similar lines of 
work, some calling their publicity man a field man and 
some giving him a different title. The problem in con- 
nection with this is as it is in connection with every line 
of work, in finding the right man for the place. We believe 
the Holstein association has found the right man in view 
of the fact that it has secured the services of J. B. New- 
man, for a long time prominent in Holstein-Friesian and 
dairy circles of Illinois and the middle west. 

Mr. Newman comes to the work with a thorough un- 
derstanding of just what is to be accomplished. He has a 
practical insight into all of the activities incident to such 
campaigns of publicity. He is able to originate and carry 
out ideas that will inevitably prove profitable to the breed 
and the association. 

He is fortunate in the material he has to work with. 
The Holstein-Friesian cow simply needs an introduction 
and she will do the rest. She is proving this in the west, 
in the south, in fact wherever she is given half a chance 
to work out her own honor and distinction as a dairy 
performer. 

With the beginning of this new campaign just at this 
time when the 40-pound records are coming out with such 
frequency, when the cows are proving their worth in the 
hands of the practical farmer and the experienced breeder 
as well, the progress of the breed will probably be un- 
precedented.

Was Different

NUG bank accounts are now repos- 

ing to the credit of the boys and 
girls of the First National Bank Calf 
Club of Brighton, IIl., as the result of 
profits which they realized from the 
sale of their heifers at public auction 
December 8th. In the aggregate, over 
twice the amount represented by the 
original notes given by the children 
for the purchase of the calves nine 
months ago was returned at this sale. 
Many of the youthful agriculturists 
cleared 100 per cent or more on their 
investments. 

The sale was the first one of the 
kind held in the United States and 
afforded convincing evidence of the 
practicability of the bank calf club 
movement in Illinois. Under the lead- 
ership of W. Scott Matthews, Illinois 
dairy and food commissioner, this 
movement has already resulted in the 
organization of eight clubs for the 
purpose of interesting children in the 
dairy industry. Planssare now under 
way for the formation of more of 
these clubs by bankers in the south- 
ern part of the state. 

Eighty-two out of the original ship- 
ment of 85 Holstein heifers received 
at Brighton last March, when the club 
was organized, were sold to the high- 
est bidders, and brought a total of 
$7,584. The original cost to the bank 
was $3,725. These figures represent a 
total profit of $4,129, turned over to 
the members of the club. 

The heifers brought an average of 
$92 a head, against an original cost to 
the children of $43 a head. It was al- 
most all net profit for the youngsters, 
too. The animals had been-on pas- 
ture the greater part of the time. 
Nearly 50 per cent had freshened and 
their calves helped to increase the to- 
tal returns. In each instance the off- 
spring was included with the cow 
when she was put up for the bidding. 

Wilmur N. Foster was the heaviest 
patron of the bank calf club’s efforts. 
Twenty-five of the heifers went to 
him, while eight were taken by H.

“The ownership of some of these 
heifers and their calves did not change 
hands in spite of your policy,” was 
suggested. 

“That is true,” replied Mr. Cham- 
berlain. “But that does not interfere 
with the primary thought about prof- 
its for these children. Six of the heif- 
ers were bid in by those who secured 
the notes, and after an accounting is 
completed, you will see that the sum 
representing the difference between 
the original amount of the note and 
the price brought at the sale, will be 
posted to the child’s credit. I am sure 
of my ground. I know our patrons 
well enough to assure you with all 
confidence that the parent or guardian 
who thinks well enough of a boy or 
girl to bid in the animal at a high fig- 
ure, will carry out this understanding 
with us, and will see that this differ- 
ence or profit is duly posted to the 
child’s account. Irrespective of 
whether or not they join the next 
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club, this profit will start the child a 
bank account in his or her own name, 
will provide a nest egg for the future, 
and act as a stimulating influence to 
thrift and industry. Starting a child 
right, I believe, is the most important 
thing, 

“This spirit is just what we want to 
encourage the dairy industry in our 
section. You will see by looking over 
this sales list that the biggest margin 
of profit was realized from the calves 
that had the best care. Children are 
not slow in seeking a reason, once 
their interest has been aroused; and 
you may be sure that the boy or girl 
who realized only $10 or $15 profit will 
be eager to find out just why it is that 
another heifer of the same grade 
brought a profit of $50 or $100 to a 
playmate on a neighboring farm. This 
will bring home the value of feeding 
methods, proper care, and other fac- 
tors that contribute to put dairy farm- 
ing on the best paying basis. Busi- 
ness management is just as essential 
as the application of scientific princi- 
ples in the building up of a successful 
dairy community, These children will 
learn, and profits and the engendering 
of the commercial spirit will go a long 
way toward teaching them.”

the most exacting requiremeste art 
Holstein-Friesian. In my humble 
opinion, great care must be taken in 
connection with cattle breeding to 
avoid carrying any one particular idea 
to such an extreme that there is an 
possibility of its becoming a pare 
danger in actuality, even though it 
was excellent in its genesis, Posgj- 
bly no phase of cattle raising lends it- 
self to this danger so readily ag breed- 
ing for gigantic milk yields, because 
there must always exist the strongest 
temptation to make haste too quickly 
with the probable result that size 
constitution and breed type are lost 
or, at any rate, impaired. In Great 
Britain local requirement favors a dual- 
purpose animal rather than a phenom- 
enal milk yielder and, although this 
state of affairs may not last forever 
it has to be borne in mind in con. 
nection with the development of the 
Holstein-Friesian which in reality js 
a blessing in disguise, as it will most 
likely prevent the making-haste-too- 
quickly policy that would otherwise 
most certainly obtain amongst the 
owners of the heaviest milking cows, 

At the Royal Show for 1916, we had 
a judge from Holland to assist with 
the placing of the awards in the Brit- 
ish Holstein-Friesian section. Watch- 
ing him at work, one formed the opin- 
ion that it is well that the sloping 
rump of the Dutch cow of a quarter 
of a century ago has been rectified, 
as this Dutchman appeared to pay 
great attention to width across the 
hips and strong square hind quarters. 
This, too, seems a very practical com- 
mon sense requirement in view of the 
great udder beneath. A heavy milker 
must have the strength necessary to 
perform the great work required of 
her. 

Some excellent milk records have 
been put up recently, many of them 
surprisingly good considering the dif- 
ficulties surrounding the farmer at the 
present critical time, not the least of 
them ‘being the shortage of labor 
and dearness of artificial foods. It 
must be remembered that dairy cows 
in this country are not usually pamper- 
ed and petted, but are kept in a heal- 
thy natural condition on grass, not 
being especially forced for high pro- 
duction. Yet the milk yields are con- 
sistently good and _ have attracted 
much attention to the Holsteins. We 
have our critics and our deficiencies 
but we will survive any criticism and 
surmount any difficulties that have not 
yet been swept away. After all, a per- 
fect state of affairs as regards a cat- 
tle breed can scarcely be obtained 
in seven years. 





The question of feed values is more 
pertinent and more insistently de- 
mands an answer this year than ever 
before. There is nothing like the high 
cost of living for both cow and man 
to make the farmer keep tab on his 
expenses. 


In the state of Wisconsin there are 
found 136 co-operative organizations 
devoted to the breeding of high class 
livestock. Of this number 108 are de- 
voted to dairy cattle breeding and of 
course the majority of these are Hol- 
stein-Friesians. 
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Hester Aaltje Korndyke Verification 
Test 


By M. H. GARDNER, Superintendent of Advanced Registry 


Under date of November 20th, the 
Advanced Registry office announced 
that the cow, Hester Aaltje Korn- 
dyke, owned by M. J. Smiley of Belle 
Fourche, S. D., had produced 576.5 
pounds milk and 34.332 pounds fat. 
Later she increased her yield very 
materially, and broke the seven-day 
record by a production stated to be 
621.1 pounds milk containing 37.418 
pounds fat. I am also advised through 
partial preliminary reports and by let- 
ter that she shows a 30-day produc- 
tion of 2.575.4 pounds milk contain- 
ing 140.252 pounds fat, which would 
give her second place in the general 
list of the 30-day division. The pro- 
ductions given are not final, as the 
certified report of official test is not 
yet in; but in all probability there will 
be little if any change in the final re- 
port. * 

When K. P. Pontiac Lass made her 
great run three and a half years ago, 
many thought that it would not be 
soon exceeded; yet a year ago Ormsby 
Jane Segis Aaggie raised the weekly 
record slightly and the 30-day record 
very materially. Now comes Hester 
Aaltje Korndyke exceeding the seven- 
day fat production of Ormsby Jane 
Segis Aaggie by 1.88 pounds, though 
falling short on milk production by 
100 pounds, and at the same time ex- 
ceeding the 30-day production of K. 


P. Pontiac Lass by just 259 pounds 
milk and a trifle over three pounds fat. 
As in the cases of K. P. Pontiac Lass 
and Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie Il 
made public the details of the method 
of verification, it will now be proper 
to do the same in the case of Hester 
Aaltje Korndyke. 

Mr. Smiley began about the middle 
of October to test the first of a bunch 
of cows from which he was expecting 
good results; and from that time on 
there was a constant stream of pre- 
liminary reports and messages by 
wire, so that the Advanced Registry 
office was at all times kept fully ad- 
vised as to the progress of all tests. 
Cecil Newkirk was the supervisor in 
charge. When the first verification 
test was ordered, C. Larsen, professor 
of dairy husbandry at the South Da- 
kota Agricultural College, appointed 
Supervisor Edward Lynch to relieve 
Supervisor Newkirk for the conduct 
of that test: and the production re- 
ported was 73.2 pounds milk and 3.919 
pounds fat for the day. A week later 
another cow was reported as running 
close to four pounds fat per day, and 
Professor Larsen was asked to ap- 
point two trusted men to conduct a 
verification test of both cows, keep- 
ing them and the locked box of un- 
tested samples constantly under ob- 
servation, and taking samples of the

feed for analysis. Professor Larsen 
appointed Arthur Lynch, his own as- 
sistant, and J. Thomson, an experi- 
enced man; and this test with the cows 
under constant watch was for four 
consecutive days. The cows did not 
do as well as expected the first day, 
but for the last three days of the veri- 
fication test they ran very consider- 
ably above four pounds fat per day 
each.” 


A little over a week later a verifi- 
cation test was ordered fortwo more 
cows, one of which was Hester Aaltje 
Korndyke, and Professor Larsen sent 
Supervisor Christopher Jensen to re- 
lieve Mr. Newkirk. The verification 
on November 10th showed 3.665 
pounds fat from 72.3 pounds milk for 
Hester Korndyke ‘Cornucopia, and 
4.733 pounds fat from 83.2 pounds 
milk for Hester Aaltje Korndyke. As 
the reports showed the latter cow not 
only holding out but increasing her 
production, I asked Professor Larsen

The Milk Industry in New 
York 


“The state of New York is threat- 
ened with the loss of its greatest in- 
dustry, dairying, just as it lost the 
sheep industry,” said Senator Charles 
W. Wicks, head of the legislative in- 
vestigating committee which recently 
finished its work of inquiry into the 
cost of milk production and distribu- 
tion, 

“Conditions are pitiable,” he said. 

“We have visited forty counties seek- 
ing information for the next legisla- 
ture. Our report will show grave dan- 
ger of the disappearance of the in- 
dustry.” 
_ The reason for this threatened loss 
is the unwillingness of the farmers to 
continue producing milk for the mar- 
ket at a financial loss to themselves. 
The recent milk strike threw light on 
this state of affairs, but its settlement 
did not strike very deep into the evil 
conditions. Only a temporary adjust- 
ment has been effected; only legisla- 
tion can make a permanent reform. 

“The legislature cannot fix prices, 
but it can insist upon mediation. It is 
the plain duty of the state to prevent 
threatened economic loss to the en- 
tire commonwealth,” the senator de- 
clared. 

_Senator Wicks intimated that the 
situation would be taken up by the 
legislature this winter. More than a 
dozen milk producers appeared before 
the committee to submit figures on 
cost of production.

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Holsteins Are Coming to the Front 
in the South 


By W. M. BROWN 


OUTHERN dairymen and farmers 

are fast turning their attention to 
cattle that are better than the average 
cow, and the Holstein is finding her way 
to many farms in Georgia, South Caro- 
lina and other southern states. Many 
new herds of registered Holsteins have 
‘ been established within the past two 
months and many other farmers are 
inquiring where breeding stock can be 
bought. 

That old idea that the southern 
farmer could not produce enough feed 
to take care of a Holstein cow is now 
obsolete and we have awakened to the 
fact that we can produce more feed 
per acre and do it cheaper than any 
other section of the country. With 
such crops as the velvet bean, soy 
bean, cowpeas, peanuts, alfalfa and 
many others that thrive well and pro- 
duce maximum crops, there is no rea- 
son why we cannot grow dairy cows 
and operate dairy farms more econom- 
ically than any other section. One 
great trouble has been that we have 
not had the cows with productive 
capacity to make them profitable, but 
this is being remedied. 

Among those who have recently be- 
come Holstein enthusiasts is C. F. 
Shingler of Georgia. Mr. Shingler has 
just returned from New York state, 
where he bought a foundation herd 
of 27 head of registered Holsteins. 
A son of the King of the Pontiacs is 
now heading this herd, which prom- 
ises to be one of the best in the 
south. A number of high producing 
cows and promising heifers were also 
included in this purchase. 

J. D. Jordan of South Carolina 
could be satisfied with none but the 
best of the breed, and purchased a bull 
for the head of the herd whose dam 
has an official record of 34.6 pounds 
of butter and 723 pounds of milk in 
seven days. The females include 
daughters of Pontiac Korndyke, sev- 
eral granddaughters of King of the 
Pontiacs, and one granddaughter of 
King Segis Pontiac Alcartra. Mr. 
Jordan secured two daughters of 
Spring Farm Butter Boy, one cow 
with an official record of 28.7 pounds 
butter in seven days, and another with 
24.3 pounds as a junior two-year-old. 
Mr. Jordan has already purchased 26

I remember that it has 
been only a few years since the Hol- 
stein crossed the Potomac river into 
Virginia and now this breed predom- 
inates in Virginia dairies and many 
good herds are also to be found in 
North ‘Carolina and Tennessee.

NEWS FROM LOUISIANA. 

Prof. ‘C. H. Staples is in charge of 
the dairy husbandry work of the Uni- 
versity of Louisiana. Mr. Staples is 
an enthusiastic dairyman and he is 
thoroughly alive to the possibilities 
which this state offers in the way of 
developing the industry. What has 
been said of other southern states is 
equally true of Louisiana; they can 
grow an immense amount of ieed on 
an acre and this feed is the kind that 
the northern breeder is glad to buy 
at an expensive figure. 

Mr. Staples writes: “Some things 
have happened in Louisiana during the 
past year that are of decided intercst 
to Holstein-Friesian breeders. At 
least 400 purebred and high grade 
Holsteins have come into the state 
and have been put in herds on some of 
the best farms owned by men who 
a just. what they set out to 

oO. 

“A number of these cows have al- 


ready been entered in A. R. O. ciass 
and are doing well. The presence of 
the cattle tick makes a serious hard- 
ship against the importation of Hol- 
steins, for they must either go to 
farms that are tick free or must be 
immunized against the Texas fever. 
This can be done only with cattle 
under one year of age with any de- 
gree of safety. If it were not for the 
ticks we would buy many more than 
we have. 


“A number of the largest cane 
planters in the state have bought Hol- 
steins and are going to develop larger 
herds of their own. Once these men 
make an attempt at anything, they 
usually carry it through to success. 

“We have a very fine herd started 
at the college farm and hope to de- 
velop it within the next few years. We 
are receiving many inquiries from 
Cuba and South American countries 
for Holsteins that are immune to 
Texas fever, so you see these people 
are becoming alive to the necessity of 
better dairy cattle.

There is just one other sentence jn 
Professor Staple’s letter that is 
worthy of considerable comment, He 
says, “We have not had any Holsteins 
in Louisiana until the last year or two 
and they have started very suddenly 
and it seems they are here to stay.” 


This is just a case of history repeat- 
ing itself. Wherever the Holstein- 
Friesian cow finds a place she fills that 
place to such a high degree of per- 
fection that she becomes the popular 
favorite and, as the professor says, she 
is there to stay. Louisiana was, until 
very recently, a territory that was sa- 
cred to another breed; but a few Hol- 
steins were sent down into that sec- 
tion and the people began to realize 
the importance of this breed; they be- 
gan to see what these cattle could ac- 
tually do for the crops and the farms 
for which Louisiana is famous, and 
immediately the popularity of the 
ibreed began to grow.

584.98 pounds fat. This is equivalent 
to 731 pounds of butter. There are 
now four animals in the University of 
Missouri hérd with records of over 
20,000 pounds of inilk in a year. 


COMPUTING DAIRY RATIONS. 

The State College of Pennsylvania 
issues bulletin 143 on the above sub- 
ject. Never before has the interest 
in the practical dairy ration been so 
keen as it will be this year when feeds 
are excessively high. The man who 
has simply thrown feed to his cattle 
because it was convenient to do so 
in the past will study the subject of 
feeding very carefully this year. He 
will realize that there is an art as well 
as a science of feeding and he will 
look thoroughly into the problems 
that make it possible for men to pro- 
duce the maximum amount of milk 
from the minimum amount of feed. 
In other words, he will do everything 
he can to hold the cost of feed down 
to the lowest possible figure. Various 
tables are given for the convenience 
of the feeder in computing the grain 
mixtures and a number of specimen 
rations are balanced as illustrations 
that will help one in working out his 
own most economical system of 
feeding. 


The present demand for purebred 
stock is making it possible to unload 
a lot of undesirable cattle on new 
breeders. People feel that they must 
have registered stock and if they can- 
not have a large enough number from 
which to select they take the best they 
can get. 


Every good Holstein breeder is a 
good dairyman and we believe it would 
be a splendid thing if we could turn 
that statement around and say that 
every good dairyman is a good Hol- 
stein breeder.

All animals offered must be under 
nine years old, absolutely sound, in 
suitable sale condition and free from 
physical indication of disease. All ani- 
mals six months old or older, at time 
of sale, must have passed a tuberculin 
test, conducted by a state-authorized 
veterinarian. All females offered that 
are three years old or older, must have 
produced a living calf within one year, 
or show unmistakable evidence of be- 
ing in calf at time of sale and every 
animal of either sex must be guaran- 
teed a_ breeder. 


Every animal offered must be pledged 
to absolute sale, and every discovered 
violation of this rule will debar the 
offending consignor from the future 
privileges of the sale pavilion. 


A copy of the toregoing resolutions 
shall be published in full on all entry 
blanks and in all catalogs used for 
sales conducted in the pavilion, and 
shall form a part of the rules of entry 
to which each consignor shall sub- 
scribe. 


It will be the policy of the Sale Cor- 
poration to suspend these rules in the 
case of the total dispersion of a herd 
or of a sale that shall be announced 
as a “rummy” sale and so described in 
every published advertisement and also 
ae title page of the catalogs of said 
sale.

Halsey on December 7, 1916, at the 
Pontiac State Hospital. The ba. :

The meeting was called to order }

houses of congress from this district 

Reports of the meeting of the 
Michigan Milk Producers’ Associa. 
tion held in Detroit were given by 
Geo. Houghton and J. H. Johnson, A 
general discussion followed which 
brought out many side lights on the 
retail milk business by Mr. Johnson 
and Mr. Price. The profits that are 
due to the producer and the retailer 
were discussed in a thoroughly inter- 
esting way. 

Another feature of the meeting that 
was unusually interesting was a dis- 
cussion, or perhaps it would be better 
to say a review, of the characteristics 
of Pontiac Korndyke and Hengerveld 
De Kol. This included many inter- 
esting items that are not generally 
known to breeders and it was given 
by a man who was eminently able to 
speak on this subject, L. H. Barnum, 
the secretary of the association, Fol- 
lowing this Mr. Halsey suggested a 
plan for assisting the members of the 
association in the disposal of surplus 
bulls. 

This association was organized at 
the Pontiac State Hospital some time 
ago, and it was voted that the annual 
meeting should be held at this insti- 
tution in the spring. 


TEXAS FEVER. 


Dr. A. E. Flowers, one of the most 
prominent veterinarians of Texas, has 
expressed himself on the subject of 
the Texas fever in a manner that is 
very encouraging to those who would 
like to ship cattle into the southern 
territory. The doctor says: “Young 
cattle from 6 to 15 months old can be 
imported with impunity, provided they 
are kept free from the fever tick and 
rendered immune by aartificial im- 
pregnation of blood from a native im- 
mune animal. The safest time for 
importation is while the tick is dor- 
mant; that is, during the coldest 
weather, preferably in December and 
January. Animals that are to be treat- 
ed should be placed in clean pens, 
kept free from tick, and should be in- 
jected early enough so they can fever 
before warm weather.” E 

There is a great demand for dairy 
cattle in this southern country and 
the demand must be supplied from 
northern herds for there is a lack 0 
such stock in the south.

FROM THE SECRETARY OF 
AGRICULTURE. 


One of the duties of the member 
of the president’s cabinet who is most 
vitally interested in American agri- 
culture is to put out an annual report 
which covers every phase of agricul- 
tural activity in the United States, 
This means that his work must be 
very comprehensive, embracing all 
sections and all kinds of farm work 
from the very first process of produc- 
tion down to the last system of mar- 
keting and the handling of all kinds of 
crops. The report is a book that is of 
value to those who keep themselves 
posted on farm matters and naturally 
there are certain phases that are of 
especial interest. The World takes 
particular pleasure in reproducing 
herewith what has been said about 
dairy farming in this report. Some of 
the figures are rather difficult of com- 
prehension because of their propor- 
tions, but the work as summarized in 
these few paragraphs gives an idea 
of what dairying means in the United 
States. Not much is said about the 
butter business and very little about 
real dairy stock breeding. While these 
are of vital interest to the dairyman, 
the figures given are supplementary to 
these othér facts. } 

D. F. Houston, Secretary of Agri- 
culture, says in his report: 

“Dairy farming is increasing in al- 
most every section of the country, 
largely because it is the most econom- 
ical form of agriculture so far as soil 
fertility is concerned. Dairying also 
is growing because dairy products are 
an important part of our food supply. 

“In 1909 this country produced 
1,622,000,000 pounds of butter and 321,- 
000,000 pounds of cheese. In 1870 our 
cheese exports — to 57,000.00 

ounds. They steadily increase 
1881, when the total was 148,000,000 
pounds. After that date they de- 
creased rapidly until in 1914 they had 
dropped to less than 2,500,000 pounds.

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On the other hand, our imports of 
cheese amounted to 2,333,000 pounds in 
1870 and advanced slowly until 1900, 
when 13,500,000 pounds were imported. 
From 1900 to 1914 the imports in- 
creased to 64,000,000 pounds. Much 
of this cheese could and should be pro- 
duced in the United States. 

“Most of the cheese in this country 
has been made in the territory around 
the Great Lakes, where climatic con- 
ditions are favorable to the handling 
of whole-milk. All the valleys in the 
Rocky Mountain section and a large 
area on the Pacific Coast offer splen- 
did conditions for cheese production. 
So, also, does the mountain section of 
the south, including parts of West 
Virginia, Virginia, Tennessee, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and Geor- 
gia. Three factories have been es- 
tablished in one of these states and 
have been very successful. 

“Rigid selection, intelligent breed- 
ing and skillful feeding are more im- 
portant factors in economical produc- 
tion. ‘'Cow-testing associations teach 
rigid selection and skillful feeding. 
Co-operative bull associations pro- 
mote intelligent breeding. In co-op- 
eration with the various state agri- 
cultural colleges the department has 
greatly extended the work of these as- 
sociations. 

“Community development in dairy- 
ing was undertaken by the depart- 
ment in a typical small creamery com- 
munity in northern Iowa in 1910. The 
work, which proved to be financially 
successful, was continued for five 
years and similar work is now being 
carried on, with even greater success, 
in-the vicinity of Grove City, Pa. . 

“The creamery extension work has 
increased the efficiency of a large num~ 
ber of creameries. The department 
also has given assistance in building 


and equipping creameries, rearranging 


the machiney, systematizing the 
methods of operation, eliminating 
losses, and improving the quality of 


the products. 


“Extensive study of the types of 
bacteria in milk, their origin, and the 
channels through which they con- 
taminate milk, has established a rea- 
sonable basis for dairy sanitation. Per- 
haps the most striking example of the 
application of the results of dairy 
laboratory research to practice is the 
development of methods of manufac- 
ture of some of the foreign cheeses 
which make up the bulk of our other 
imports.”
